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CenterSchool Renovation Problems: 
Charette Will Search for Solutions

At a June 29 public hear- 
ing, the architect responsi- 
sible for renovation of Cen¬ 
ter School described the 
goals of the project and out¬ 
lined possible problems. A- 
mong the issues raised were 
the problems of renovating 
the school while maintaining 
its historical integrity, the 
possibility of building a 
new school at another loca¬ 
tion rather than renovating 
Center School and parents’ 
concerns about what would 
become of the students dur¬ 
ing the reconstruction per¬ 
iod. 

A three day charette will be 
held July 27 to 29. At these plan¬ 
ning sessions educators, preser¬ 
vationists and community mem¬ 
bers will identify the strengths 
and weaknesses of the current 
structure and come up with a 
general * concept plan. This plan 
will then be submitted for appro- 
first to the county and then 
to the state. The target date 
for submission to the state- is 
September 1. 

The school, built in 1937, was 
designed to serve as the focal 
point of the original planned 
community. In 1968, an addition 


was constructed, leaving the 
school with five distinct levels. 
School Board member Suzanne 
Plogman noted that the school is 
on both the Natonal Register of 
Historic Places and the Prince 
Georges County Historical Plan. 
She called the building a “show¬ 
case of Art Deco architecture.” 

R. C. Garcia, Senior Vice Pre¬ 
sident of SHWC, Inc., the archi¬ 
tect retained by the school sys¬ 
tem to head the renovation pro¬ 
ject, said that the current build¬ 
ing's five stories present prob¬ 
lems in dealing with elementary 
school students and make it dif¬ 
ficult to provide for the mobil¬ 
ity of handicapped children. In 
addition, he said that support 
functions, such as the admini¬ 
strative offices, gymnasium and 
cafeteria are scattered through¬ 
out the 51-year old building. 

Other problems outlined by 
Garcia include inadequate play¬ 
ground space and building code 
violations. He said that the goal 
of the project is to provide 
“state-of-the-art” facilities and 
services. 

Balancing these problems were 

several attributes by Garcia, in¬ 
cluding the school's accessibility 
to the community and its histor¬ 
ical significance. He said that 
the building appears to be struc¬ 
turally sound and that the foot¬ 


print of the building is large en¬ 
ough for the proposed moderni¬ 
zation. 

Garcia said that the final de¬ 
sign must provide for “safe mi¬ 
gration” to the building both 
now and in the future, and pro¬ 
vide a healthy and comfortable 
environment and educationally 
productive experience. 

Garcia said there are three 
general options for the project: 
to do nothing, to renovate the 
existing building or to build 
elsewhere. 

Richard Striner, president of 
the Art Deco Society of Wash¬ 
ington, argued for the latter op¬ 
tion “if its shortcomings as a 
school, if any, are totally beyond 
the-corrective reach of vigorous 
maintenance.” He said that “the 
task here is to save a building 
— as a building.” He did sug¬ 
gest that it might be possible 
to construct an addition compat¬ 
ible with the historic building, 
but worried that “the degree of 
alteration necessary to achieve 
the Board's specifications might 
wind up butchering this historic 
resource.” 

A Living Community 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, speak¬ 
ing for the city, had a different 
perspective. He said that, al¬ 
though Greenbelt is an historic

GEAC Takes Issue With Council 


Over Financing of Police Garage

The Greenbelt East Advi¬ 
sory Committee, at its July 
7 meeting, unanimously 
adopted a motion opposing a 
recent city council action 
which would finance part of 
the garage at the new police 
station out of the police de¬ 
partment operating budget. 
At a special meeting on June 
28. the council reversed its 
earlier decision and voted to 
approve the garage. How¬ 
ever. the motion authorizing 
the garage stipulated that 
$14,000 of the $74,000 cost 
would be taken from the po¬ 
lice operating budget. (The 
remaining $60,000, the a- 
mount budgeted for the ga¬ 
rage, would be taken from 
the capital improvement 
budget) During the discus¬ 
sion, Police Chief James R. 
Craze accepted the stipula¬ 
tion that his department 
would have to come up witft 
part of the money. 

At the GEAC meeting, Doro¬ 
thy Pyles, a representative from 
Greenbriar, read from a June 29 
memorandum from Police Chief 
James R. Craze which stated 
that part of the $14,000 would 
have to be taken from funds 


normally allocated to community 
relations and crime prevention 
efforts. Specifically, the memo 
said that next year's Police 
Safety Day would have to be 
cancelled and that the police 
would not have a booth at this 
year's Labor Day festival or A 
Safety Patrol party for the chil 
dren who are crossing guards, 
and Police Recognition Day 
would also be put on hold for a 
year. Craze estimated that $6- 
000 could be saved in eliminat¬ 
ing these special programs; 
moreover, another $2,000 could be 
saved in overtime costs associa¬ 
ted with these events. 

Other areas of budget savings 
mentioned were maintenance and 
repair of uniforms, a slowdown 
in replacement of some equip¬ 
ment, and cuts in travel to 
various meetings. 

Craze’s memo emphasized that 
these proposed cuts are “not dis¬ 
cretionary funds. Faced with 
what we believe to be an irre¬ 
trievable loss, if the garage is 
not authorized now, it (the bud¬ 
get cuts) is a proposal we grud¬ 
gingly offer.” 

GEAC members reacted 
strongly to the idea that the 
police budget would have to come 
up with part of the garage fund¬ 
ing. Pyles said, “The only city 
service we really get is the po¬ 
lice department and we need to 


hack it to the fullest.” 

On a unanimous vote, GEAC 
passed a motion calling on the 
city council to fund the full 
cost of the garage (out of the 
capital improvement budget). 

The motion went on to express 
the group’s position that the de¬ 
partment's public relations pro¬ 
grams are an essential part of 
the police function in the city 
and should not be sacrificed. The 
motion will be sent to the indi¬ 
vidual association boards to be 
acted on. 

Master Plan Position 
The committee discussed for¬ 
mulation of a Greenbelt East 
position on issues raised in the 
proposed Langley Park-College 
Park-Greenbelt master plan. GE¬ 
AC Chairman Robert Zugby sug¬ 
gested that GEAC may want to 
contact other homeowner associ¬ 
ations in the city in order to co¬ 
ordinate positions. 

Zugby also noted that the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission, which 
issued the plan, will hold the 
record open until September 7; 
on that date comments from the 
city will be due. Therefore, it 
will be necessary to get com¬ 
ments from Greenbelt East to 
the city before that date, Zug¬ 
by said. Therefore, he asked 
that each member have com-

Looking for an Outstanding Citizen

Once again the Outstanding Citizen selection commit¬ 
tee calls for nominations for the highest honor Greenbelt 
can bestow on one of its volunteers. Each year since 1973 
a selection panel made up of Greenbelt citizens has met 
during the summer to receive nominations and choose the 
recipient of the title: Greenbelt’s Outstanding Citizen of 
the Year. The Committee has always looked for persons 
with a wide range of involvements who have provided lead¬ 
ership over a period of years. 


It all began in 1971 with a 
suggestion to the Labor Day Fes¬ 
tival Committee that while the 
Miss Greenbelt contest recognized 
a young person, Greenbelt's uni¬ 
que volunteer spirit deserved 
equal recognition. In true 
Greenbelt style a committee was 
formed to consider criteria and 
logistics for such an award. Since 
1972 was the year the Festival 
Steering Committee decided t o 
honor two beloved senior citizens 
- “Pop” Cipriano and Jerry Good¬ 
in - by making them honorary 
Labor Day Parade marshalls, se¬ 
lection of the first Outstanding 
Citizen award recipient was de¬ 
layed until 1973. 

As varied as the recipients of 
the award have been, one phrase 
particularly describes all of 
them - by their unselfish concern 
and strong leadership they have 
“made a difference.” The very 
first award - in 1973 - went to 
A! Cousin, long active as a Scout¬ 
master and a lay leader in Mo- 
watt Methodist Church. Last 
year's 50th Anniversary Out¬ 
standing Citizen was Sandra 
Barnes, nominated not only for 
her leadership of the Anniversary 
committee but for service to the 
News Review and other organiza¬ 
tions over many years. Leader¬ 
ship of the News Review also 
distinguished award winners Al¬ 
lred and Elaine Skolnik and 
Mary Lou Williamson, while A1 
lieiiing and Charles Sehwan ral¬ 
lied community support behind 
the paper when its editors were 
sued for libel. Past service on 
City Council and on the GHF 
Board distinguished both Charles 
Sehwan and Bill Hoff; Greenbelt- 
ers particularly remember David 
Lange for his creative leadership 
during the Community Savings 
and Loan crisis. Henry Fisher, 
Clara Brandt, Ralph Noble, Ken¬ 
neth Buker, Jose Morales- all of 
these Greenbelters gave hours to 
activities like the Lion's Club, 
the Heart Association, the Golden 


Age Club, the Women's Club, 
and a variety of city committees 
and boards. Jim Cassels was in¬ 
strumental in establishing both 
Twin Pines Savings and Loan 
Assn, and Green Ridge Senior 
Citizens Residence. Everyone on 
the roster of Outstanding Citi¬ 
zens has had a broad base of in¬ 
volvement. Where there has been 
a need, they have been there. 

The 1988 Selection Committee, 
headed by Tom Renahan, solicits 
nominations for Outstanding Citi¬ 
zen of 1988 from the Greenbelt 
community. As in previous years, 
the winner will be announced 
during opening ceremonies of the 
Labor Day Festival on Friday 
evening. The winner will be 
Grand Marshall of the Labor Day 
parade. The winner receives a 
plaque and other awards, as well 
as proclamations from city, coun¬ 
ty and state officials. 

Nominations may be made us¬ 
ing the form elsewhere in the 
Greenbelt News Review. Previous 
nominations may be re-activated 
and/or updated. Nominees must 
be Greenbelt residents. Current 
elected officials are not eligible. 
A city employee may be nomina¬ 
ted only for activities for which 
the employee is not paid (exclud¬ 
ing nominal payment). More 
than one person may collaborate 
in making a nomination, but all 
nominators must sign the form. 
Different persons may also sub¬ 
mit different nominations for the 
same nominee. Organizations as 
d group may not submit a nomin¬ 
ation. Deadline for nominations 
is August 14.

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A Living Community Center 

On July 27 the process of developing a concept plan for 
the renovation of Center School will begin. One question 
the participants in the design charette will consider is 
whether needed changes can be made without destroying 
the historical value of the building. 

At the recent public hearing on the project, statements 
were made sugesting that the project should be abandoned 
and a new school built elsewhere if major modifications 
were required. 

We would urge the School Board, the County’s His- 
toreial Preservation Commission, which must approve 
any alterations to the building, and the charette partici¬ 
pants not to place such overriding importance on the phy¬ 
sical components of the building, except, of course, the front 
wall with its bas relief panels. Instead, we hope they will 
focus on the historic function of the school. As even the 
most stringent preservationists agreed, the most important 
aspect of the school has always been its function as a school 
and as an anchor of the community. 

We urge participants in the design process to be flexi¬ 
ble and to focus on the goal of providing a quality educa¬ 
tional facility for our children. We would hate to see a 
narrow concern with details of bricks and mortar turn the 
school from a living community center into another deter- 
iorating surplus school,

ments ready for discussion at 
the August meeting so that the 
recommendations can be sent to 
the association boards for ac¬ 
tion. 

Voter Registration Effort 

Robert T. Rudd, president of 
the Greenwood Village Home- 
owners Association, asked GEAC 
to consider asking the city coun¬ 
cil to move up the scheduled in¬ 
troduction of universal voter 
registration in Greenbelt. He 
pointed out that a new state 
law which allows all voters re¬ 
gistered with the county to vote 
in municipal elections will take 
effect in January 1990. However, 
since the next Greenbelt city el¬ 
ections will be held in Novem¬ 
ber 1989, he said he thought 
that the council should move up 
the application of the law in 
Greenbelt so that more voters 
could participate in the muniei 
pal election. 

Zugby commented that there 
would be “enormous difficulties” 
with the new procedure in the 
first election after it goes into 
effect and suggested that such 
an effort might divert energies 
which could be better devoted to 
a voter registration drive. 

Beverly Franks, representative 
from Greenbriar, suggested that 
each association in Greenbelt 
East should launch a Viter re¬ 
gistration drive, Pyles warned 
that residents would have to re¬ 
gister for both the city and the 
county rolls since the names of 
those registered only for the city 
election would be expunged when 
the new law goes into effect in 
January 1990, and the effort 
would have to be done all over 
again. 

As a first step, Zugby asked 
for volunteers for a committee 
to plan the effort. Rudd, David 
Lychenheim of Windsor Green, 
Pyles and James Foy, president 
of Hunting Ridge association, 
were named at this meeting. 

The next meeting of GEAC 
will be held on Thursday, Aug¬ 
ust 4, at the Windsor Green com¬ 
munity building.

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GHI Board Debates Master Plan

The GHI board of direc¬ 
tors held a special meeting 
on Thursday, July 7, to con¬ 
sider three matters which 
varied widely in scope. 

One issue was whether to grant 
an expection for a member's pri¬ 
vacy screen, a second was enfor¬ 
cement of yard regulatiions 
throughout GHI, and a third was 
the still more complex questions 
of what positions the housing 
corporation should take on 
transportation and zoning pro¬ 
posals contained in the proposed 
new county Master Plan. The 
latter discussions, >* though still 
preliminary, were detailed en¬ 
ough to stretch the meeting out 
to the length of a regular meet¬ 
ing, ending about 11:30 p.m. 

Master Plan 

The new county Master Plan 
for Langley Park, College Park 
and Greenbelt contains several 
proposals for transportation and 
zoning which are critical to 
Greenbelt and neighboring muni¬ 
cipalities. One major project in¬ 
cluded is expansion of Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue Extended/Edmon- 
ston Road to become a six-lane 
arterial highway, ultimately 
connecting the proposed Inter- 
County Connector (ICC) with 
the industrial areas along Ken¬ 
ilworth Avenue south of Green- 
belt. As mentioned in the staff 
memorandums on this subject, 
the City Council and Advisory 
Planning Board have repeatedly 
opposed both the ICC and the 
Kenilworth widening, for the rea¬ 
sons that still more truck traf¬ 
fic will be funneled through 
Greenbelt as the expanded Ken¬ 
ilworth Avenue becomes the 
link between the warehouse and 
industrial districts in Bladens- 
burg and Beltsville; and that the 
ICC will produce more commer¬ 
cial development at its intersec¬ 
tions with the major arterials 
such as Georgia Avenue, New 
Hampshire Avenue and Route 29, 
rather than alleviating conges¬ 
tion on the Beltway, thus rout¬ 
ing more traffic into Greenbelt. 
The GHI staff memo concurred 
with the city's views and recom¬ 
mended that the board state its 
opposition to the ICC. 

Other transportation proposals 
in the new plan which would af¬ 
fect Greenbelt include a realign¬ 
ment of Crescent Road to meet 
Ivy Lane on the other side of 
Edmonston Rd. (Kenilworth 
Avej and an extension of Ridge

Road to line up with Cherrywood 
Lane at Edmonston. GHI Man¬ 
ager Ron Colton said that these 
proposals are considered to be 
decisions to be made primarily 
by the city. The Master Plan a*- 
so includes a proposal to rezone 
the Springhill Lake industrial 
area, adjoining the projected 
Metro Green Line station, as 
MXT which would allow mixed 
uses of office, commercial/retail, 
hotel and housing. Here again 
the staff recommended opposing 
such rezoning as premature, 
considering the Metro station 
will probably not be built until 
1994. 

Colton, speaking for the staff, 
asked the board for direction on 
what positions GHI should tal:e 
on these issues, since written 
comments on the Plan can be 
forwarded to the county until 
September 7. 

On the Kenilworth extension, 
Director Chuck Hess voiced a 
negative view. Audit Committee 
member Leta Mach was concern¬ 
ed about safety on Edmonston 
Road currently, but Hess said he 
preferred safety improvements 
that would not involve widening 
the road. Colton agreed that ex¬ 
tending Kenilworth “will affect 
the quality of life in Greenbelt." 
With respect to the proposed 
Inter-County Connector, Director 
Ray McCawley said that “What 
Greenbelt doesn’t want is for 
Baltimore traffic to come down to 
Greenbelt" and that the ICC 
would route such traffic to Route 
50. Director Nancy Hutchins 
suggested that “the larger com¬ 
munity needs the ICC." On the 
other hand, Williams noted that 
the city has always opposed the 
ICC. A board consensus at this 
point supported the city's po¬ 
sition in opposing the Kenil¬ 
worth extension, but the board 
decided not to take a position on 
the ICC. 

On the relocations of Crescent 
Road and Ridge Road, McCawley 
did not object but Director Mac 
Wirick saw “no reason to sup¬ 
port the realignment of Ridge 
Road" and Peter Liebscher of 
the Audit Committee felt that 
“There will be an impact on GHI 
(from) more traffic along Ridge 
Road." Hutchins suggested “We 
may not need (the realignments 
of Crescent and Ridge) - maybe 
we should wait for Metro first, 
to see if it’s necessary." Thus 
the board will suggest, to the 


city, that Ridge not be extended 
to Cherrywood until the Metro 
station is built and that the 
traffic impact of a realigned Cres¬ 
cent Road should first be stud¬ 
ied. 

Williams concluded the discus¬ 
sion by asking his fellow board 
members whether GHI should 
also encourage members to write 
to the county on these issues. 
Director Alan Freas, McCawley 
and others favored such an ap¬ 
proach and Hess stated. “The 
Master Plan is the most import¬ 
ant thing to affect GHI since 
rehabilitation." 

Screen Approval 

The question of approval for 
a members’ fence in 4 Court 
Southway has been raised only 
because the fence was built, 
manager Coltotn noted. Wright 
and Colton showed slides of the 
fence and its surroundings to 
give the board a more concrete 
picture of the situation. Dietch, 
who had raised the issue in an 
earlier meeting, noted that a 
shed and treehouse in the yard 
had also not been approved. 
Other board members felt the 
yard in general was neatly 
maintained however, and Freas 
suggested that “The whole in¬ 
tent of the regulations" is to 
keep GHI looking good, and this 
is one of the nicest yards”. Wir¬ 
ick thereupon moved to approve 
the structure. Hutchins com¬ 
mented “I will certainly vote for 
this motion, but I share 
(Dietch’s) concern about enforc¬ 
ing the regulations - I’m all for 
doing what we can to promote 
obedience to the regulations". 
After Liebscher of the Audit 
Committee also spoke in favor 
of granting the exception, Wir- 
ick’s motion was passed with 
Dietch and McCawley voting a- 
gainst.

community, “it is not the intent 
of the city government, or its 
citizens, that Greenbelt be pre¬ 
served as it was ...” Instead, 
“Greenbelt was planned to be, 
and is, a living, vital community. 
It is our goal that Greenbelt 
preserve those essential histor¬ 
ic elements of planning and de¬ 
sign . . . while providing for 
the needs of a modern city.” 

To further that goal, Weiden- 
feld urged that the school be 
renovated rather than rebuilt 
elsewhere and that the school’s 
“unique architectural elements” 
be preserved. He said that the 
limitations of the playground 
can be overcome since the school 
is welcome to use the surround¬ 
ing city ballfields and other fa¬ 
cilities. 

“Unique Landmark” 

Commisioner Susan K. Ad¬ 
ams, of the Prince Georges 
County Historic Preservation 
Commission, noted that the 
school was designated as an His¬ 
toric Site because of its role as 
a “focal point in the planned 
community,” “its use as a com¬ 
munity center and school,” its 
“unique bas relief panels* 4 and 
because it is a “significant ex¬ 
ample of the Art Deco style of 
architecture” and a “unique 
landmark” in the community. She 
said she was concerned about 
reported indecision about preser¬ 
ving the front wall, or all the 
walls, and cautioned that the 
commission “would view propos¬ 
ed alterations very cautiously.” 

Center School parent Peggy 
Sclater agreed that significant 
architectural elements should be 
retained, but argued that “we 
are not dealing with a museum 
... we are dealing with what 
must be a modern, viable, flexi¬ 
ble educational center.” She sug¬ 
gested that the use of new ma¬ 
terials, designs and technologies 
by the original architects should 
serve as a model today and 
urged that “we . . . renovate 
Center School in such a manner 
as to utilize the best of modern 
design and technologies to meet 
the needs of present and future 
generations of students and tea¬ 
chers while continuing to ack¬ 
nowledge the amazing foresight 
and planning of the designers 

tt 

Sclater said that as a taxpayer 
she “had problems with” sur- 
pTussing one school to build an¬ 
other and pointed out that all 
the uses described as central by 
those urging preservation involv¬ 
ed only the gymnasium. 

Christy Bailey agreed, saying 
that the building’s historical 
value is a school; once that was 
no longer true. Center would be 
just another empty building. 

Sclater suggested that “the ex¬ 
terior front of the school w r ith 
its art deco sculptures and a 
few of the original classrooms” 
he retained while the remainder 
of the building is renovated. 

In his statement, Striner had 
objected to similar proposals, 
saying, “And for those who en¬ 
tertain the notion of propping up 
the front wall of the building 
and eradicating everything be¬ 
hind it, we tell you here and 
now: over our dead bodies, 

Striner said he could not tell 
without a detailed analysis how 
much of the building must be 
preserved to maintain its integ¬ 
rity. 

Resident Albert Herling called 
Greenbelt one of the few cities 
with Art Deco elements, visited 
hy groups from throughout the 
world. He said that the city 
has “suffered enough” from the 
“invasion of developers” and 
urged “please do not rape our 


artistic heritage.” 

Konrad Herling argued that 
preservation should not preclude 
efficient use of the building. He 
suggested that the board con¬ 
sider the possibility of reducing 
class size and of using the 
North End School as a second 
city school. He said that Cen¬ 
ter’s location is one of its assets 
and that preserving its architec¬ 
ture and its use of an education¬ 
al facility would help preserve 
the unique design and character 
of the city. 

Former teacher and past PTA 
president Betty Timer said that 
the current classrooms, built to 
house 20 students are too small 
for current classes containing up 
to 35 children, let alone for com¬ 
puters and small group activi¬ 
ties. She also deplored the five, 
non-connecting levels which 
make the school unmanageable 
for the handicapped and said 
that the heating and electrical 
systems were in need of repair. 
Timer argued that in addition to 
preserving tradition, she wants to 
get the school ready for the next 
50 years. 

Newly elected PTA president 
Mary Moien noted that she had 
been the last PTA president in 
both the North End and Mary 
Bethune schools, and hoped that 
her election at Center was not 
an omen. She said the PTA 
had not taken a vote on whether 
to renovate or relocate but that 
they wanted w r hat was best edu 
eationally and emotionally for 
the students. 


Parent Susan Gervasi suppor¬ 
ted Striner’s position against 
massive renovations. She cited 
statistics in the newest Master 
Plan showing an enrollment at 
the school of 540 versus a capa¬ 
city in excess of 600 students 
to argue that the school is not 
overcrowded. 

When the meeting shifted 
from a formal public hearing to 
a question and answer session, 
the focus of the discussion 
broadened. 

Renovate vs. Build 

Plogman explained that, al¬ 
though the School Board’s in¬ 
tention has been to renovate 
rather than rebuild, the school 
staff has recently raised concerns 
about how well that can be ac¬ 
complished. As a result, she 
said, the planning process will 
encompass the question of whe¬ 
ther to rebuild or renovate. 

She said that the board has 
identified several possible alter¬ 
nate sites, including two sites 
along Mandan Road in Green¬ 
belt East, the 72-acre county 
parcel, formerly owned by the 
school board, adjacent to Parcel 
2, and the North End School 
site. She said that her impres¬ 
sion is that the board members 
would prefer to keep the school 
within the core of the city. 

In order to use the North End 
site, the city would have to raze 
the building and return the land 
to t^e school board. A June 1986 
city staff report placed the cost 
of demolition at $125,000 includ¬ 
ing asbestos removal.

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Responding to Phone Cali 
Police Surround El Torito

Greenbelt police, facing a po¬ 
tential hostage situation about 
1:50 a.m., Saturday, July 9 at 
the El Torito restaurant at 
Green way Shopping Center, cal¬ 
led on units of the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Police Department's 
Emergency Services Team, the 
Maryland State Police and the U. 
S. r'ark Police for assistance, re¬ 
ports police spokesman David 
Buerger. 

According to Buerger only em¬ 
ployees were present, the restau¬ 
rant having closed to the public, 
when a man wearing a ski mask 
and armed with a handgun en¬ 
tered from the roof of the build¬ 
ing through a service hatch and 
climbed down a ladder to an area 

Another concern of many par¬ 
ents was what plans had been 
made for educating the students 
during renovation. Plogman said 
that the school system would at¬ 
tempt to keep the students to¬ 
gether but the location has not 
been finalized. School system 
representatives present suggest¬ 
ed that the old Bladensburg 
school might be an option when 
the new one is completed and 
said that any relocation would 
not occur until after the upcom¬ 
ing school year. 

Plogman doubted that it is 
feasible to renovate the North 
End School as the temporary 
school during renovations. The 
estimated cost would be $2 mil¬ 
lion. 


near the kitchen. Employees 
scrambled for cover and the man¬ 
ager and one employee ran into 
restaurant office and locked them¬ 
selves in, calling police to report 
a robbery in progress. Other 
employees who had left the build¬ 
ing reported to arriving police 
that the man with the gun was 
believed to be in the building with 
the manager and another em¬ 
ployee. Buerger says that anti¬ 
cipating the possibility that the 
employees still in the restaurant 
might be held hostage the other 
police departments were called 
in for assistance, including a 
Maryland State Police helicopter. 

Deploying to cover ail possible 
escape routes and preparing a 
plan of action, a combined force 
of approximately 40 officers 
closed east and westbound traffic 
on Greenbelt Road and north and 
southbound traffic on Hanover 
Parkway adjacent to the restau- 
raunt for a period of about three 
hours, says Buerger. 

When police finally entered the 
restaurant shortly after 5 am, 
they found only the manager and 
the other employee in the build¬ 
ing, The robbery suspect was 
not found and may have escaped 
in the confusion before the arriv¬ 
al of the first police units, sur¬ 
mises Buerger. 

Nothing was taken and there 
were no injuries. 

The suspect was described as 
a black male, 20 to 30 years of 
age, 5’10” to 6’0’\ muscular build, 
last seen wearing a ski mask and 
brandishing a white metal hand¬ 
gun. _

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POLICE BLOTTER

An attendant at the Phillips
